2. QUOTE QUESTION HOW AND WHY DID THESE MATERIALS COME 
TO THE UNITED STATES? 

ANSWER: FOLLOWING JAPANESE SURRENDER IN 1945, IT WAS 
DETERMINED THAT JAPANESE GOVERNMENT HAD SENT SEVERAL 
SCIENTISTS TO STUDY EFFECTS OF BOMBS DROPPED ON 
HIROSHIMA AND NAGASAKI. SEVERAL US GROUPS HAD 
INTERESTS IN THE EFFECTS OF THE BOMB. ONE OBJECTIVE 
WAS TO DETERMINE NATURE OF CASUALTIES. US ARMY 
AND US NAVY MEDICAL PERSONNEL WERE SENT TO JAPAN FOR 
THIS PURPOSE. WORKING IN COOPERATION WITH JAPANESE 
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PHYSICIANS AND OTHERS, AN INVESTIGATION WAS MADE INTO 
EEEECTS SUSTAINED, THE RELATIONSHIP OE PROTECTION TO 
EEEECTS AND OTHER MATTERS. ALL GROUPS WORKED UNDER A 
JOINT COMMISSION WHOSE OBJECTIVE WAS TO INVESTIGATE 
EEEECTS OE THE ATOMIC BOMB IN JAPAN. MEDICAL MATERIALS 
AND RECORDS WERE BROUGHT BACK TO THE UNITED STATES FOR 
DETAILED STUDY AT ARMED EORCES INSTITUTE OE PATHOLOGY, 

THEN ARMY INSTITUTE OE PATHOLOGY IN WASHINGTON, D. C. 

OVER THE YEARS, A NUMBER OE PAPERS HAVE BEEN PREPARED 
AND PUBLISHED MAKING THE RESULTS OF EXTENSIVE S 
INSTITUTE OF INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS OE THE EOREIGN 
MINISTRY VISIT. INMAN HAD LENGTHY CONVERSTAION WITH 
ALEKSANDER PANOV, TEACHER AT INSTITUTE, WHO OEEERED ASSIS- 
TANCE. HE CLAIMS TO BE CLOSE ERIEND VLADIMIR PROKOPOV,

VISIT SELECTED SOVIET UNIVERSITIES INFORMALLY TO MEET
